Britain Following the Polls? 


Until a week or so ago Prime Minister 
Macmillan and Britain’s Conservatives were 
expected to win the Oct. 8 elections hands 
down. In fact, they would not have gone to 
the voters at this time, instead of waiting 
until spring, if they had not found all the 
auguries highly auspicious. 

The Eisenhower-Khrushchev talks were re- 
garded more or less as ‘an outgrowth of Mac- 
milian’s policy. His government was credited 


even the announcement that the Queen is 
expecting another baby added to the good 
feeling toward the Prime Minister and his 
party. 

Now the public opinion polls suggest that 
all this may, have beep-a misconception,, The 
Conservatives are said» to be getting the 
blame for a financial scandal even though 
no public officials seem to be directly in- 
volved. The Liberals, for years a vestigial 
arty, seem to have new strength. Hugh Gaits- 
ell, leader of the Laborites, is waging an 
energetic and unexpectedly aggressive cam- 
paign, and the party’s candidates seem to be 
more popular than they were supposed to be 
in the absence of a major issue. 


These are imponderables, but the polls 
must be explained. They also will have to 
be explained if they again swing toward the 
Conservatives. The situation again raises the 
question whether opinion polls — in the 
United States as well as in Britain—may not 
in themselves affect an election. Are voters 
as well as commentators influenced by the 
polls? Do they tend to join the indicated 
winners? . 

Of course; the polls could induce the indi- 
cated losers to “run scared,” to intensify 
their efforts, and thus-change the indicated 
results. The only sure conclusion at this 
point is that no such guessing games accom- 
pany totalitarian plebiscites.
